Louis. Nothing like the Coliseum Christmas Fesfival 
has been given anywhere Tn the world. It was a 
unique act of hospitality on the part of the well-to- 
do towards the destitute. The spectacle of the great 
tree, the banquet tables in tie arena, and tlie guests, 
with their hosts gathered from the representative 
men and women of the city, can never be forgotten 
by any one who has seen it. The gathering to- 
gether on Christmas Day of rich and poor, young 
‘and old, mingling as hosts and guests in fhe great 
building, was a moving sight. It appealec to the 
heart and the imagination. 

But while there will be widespread regret that, 
on account of peculiar circumstances this year the 
great central festival must be abandoned, other 
plans are making which will render the festival this 
Christmas not less attractive and perhaps more con- 
ducive to the enjoyment of the guests of the day. 
The committee of citizens who have the festival in 
charge have determined to give four or five smaller 
festivalsa—the number has not yet been fixed—in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, thus bringing them closer 
to the poor children for whose special benefit they 
are designed, and enabling local committees to aid 
in the work of entertaining. There will be festivals 
in north, south and central St. Louis, and probably 
two or three other locations, in suitable halls. Music 
and entertainments, with something to eat and with 
presents for the children, will be provided as usual. 
All over the city a joyous day will be provided for 
all those who are unable to provide for themselves 
and who would otherwise have a gloomy Christmas 
season. 

Every year from 1200 to 1500 baskets have been 
‘se destitute sick and to the families where- 
in mothers or fathers unable te take the 
children to the Coliseum Festival. These poor peo- 
‘ple were thus provided with an abundant and 
wholesome Christmas dinner. This exce'lent branch 
of the Christmas Festival work will be continued 
and probably enlarged this year, as it is one of the 
most commendable ways of distributing good cheer. 

When the plans for the festival and for the dis- 
tribution of baskets are completed they will be 
published in the Post-Dispatch, The provision of 
the festival and the baskets will cost not less, and 
perhaps more, than in previous seasons. An oppor 
tunity will be given to everyone who is able and 
willing to share in this act of hospitality which has 
distinguished ‘Christmas in St. Louis. The Post-

On its return from America the depu- 
tation, which has already been re- 
eeived by the court at The Hague and 
by M. Loubet at Paris, will approach 
King Edward and the Kaiser.
